The court in charging the jury 
examined the evidence in detail, 
contrasting the testimony of the wit- 
nesses from Northampton, Mas3., 
who had identified Mrs. Bula Crok- 
as the women they knew .s 
Mrs. Guy Marone, with the evidence 
from Oklahoma to the contrary. The 
witnesses from MusKogee, the court 
pointed out, were corroborated by 
contemporary documentary evidence. 

The Chief Justice said he was 
much impressed by the testimony 
showing the service of writs by Rich- 
ard Croker Jr. on his father, and also 
the charges brought in the suit at 
Palm Beach. The jury, he declared. 
would probably think such conduct 
was unlikely to make the father re- 
gard his son favorably as an object 
of testamentary benefactions. 


The verdict sustaining Mrs. Bula 
Croker’s rights under the will of ner 
husband came after protracted liti- 
gation in this country and Ireland. 

Richard Croker died April 29, 
1922, at his residence in Glencairn, 
near Dublin...

Death Disclosed in Report 
Preparatory to Winding 
Up Trusteeship. 


DAUGHTER OBTAINS 
COMPLETE CONTROL 


Duration of Trust Was in 
Excess of Period Author- 
ized by Law Upheld. 


The large estate of Mrs. Mary 
Jane Blanke has nearly doubled in 
value since her death nine years 
ago. This was disclosed in a report 
filed in Circuit Judge Hartmann’s 


court today by the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co., preparatory to winding 
up a trusteeship. The figures show 
that the present value of Mrs. 
Blanke’s estate is $1,310,626.16, 
whereas when the trust company 
took charge on June 3, 1914, the 
property was valued at_ $786,597.51. 

Mrs. Blanke, in her will, appoint- 
ed the trust company as trustee and 
provided that a portion of the in- 
come from her property was to be 
paid to her daughter, Mrs. Ida Mary 
Loud of 3219 Russell avenue. The 
remainder of revenue was to be ap- 
plied on the principal of the estate, 
which was to remain in trust for a 
long period of years. 

Mrs. Loud filed suit to obtain com- 
plete control, alleging the prescribed 
duration of the trust was in excess 
of the period authorized by law. 
Upholding her contention, the Su- 
preme Court stated it would be pos- 
sible under the will to keep the es- 
tate tied up 103 years. ' 

Revenue Coliccted, | 

In its sé@ttleriefit the trust “com- 
pany sets worth that since it took 
charge of Mrs. Blankeé’s propérty on 
June 3, 1914, the estate has collected 
in revenue $563,308.46 on the orig- 
inal valuation. On Mav 29 last, 
after the court’s decision, the trustee 
surrendered to Mrs. Loud assets 
worth $907,826, retaining a balance 
of $402,800 as of June 12. 

Out of the balance the court is 
asked to’award to the trustee a 
reasonable compénsation for its 
services and a further sum to pay 
its lawyers in the litigation over 
the trust; also that {ft be permitted 
to retain enough to cover taxes for 
which it stands liable as trustee. 
When these amounts have been 
agreed upon the remainder now in 
custody of the trust company will be 
turned over to Mrs. Loud. 


Mrs. Blanke stated in her will 
that her daughter was to receive 
$2000 a year from the income. How- 
ever, the trustee was given discre- 
tionary power to increase the allow- 
ance, at the same time having in 
view that the daughter was to live 
modestly. Taking advantage of this 
clause the trust company has been 
paying $20,000 a year to Mrs. Loud. 

Mrs. Blanke was the widow of 
August H. Blanke, president of the 
Blanke Bros. Candy Co. Her estate 
consisted principally of corporation 
stock and bonds. She also owned 
several pieces of realty. Mrs. Loud 
is the wife of E. A. Loud. They 
have three children.

$1.25 an hour, effective this morning, 
was that the journeymen plasterers 
had gone out Monday for an increage 
from $12 to $14 a day, and “‘we felt 
we should have an {ncrease, too.”
